Britain Bends Efforts To 
Obtain Study of German 
Peace Offer, Blocked by 
Stiff French Resistance.

LONDON, March 16.—(?)—After 
hours of heated secret debates, the 
League of Nations council decided to- 
night to attempt a quick disposal of 
the bitter controversy raised by Ger 
many’s reoccupation of the demili- 
tarized Rhineland. 

League circles believed the council 
would adopt a joint Franco-Belgian 
resolution indicting Germany for in- 
fringing the treaties of Locarno and 
Versaillies by tomorrow night and ad- 
journ without discussing punishment 
of the reich. 

Reject Condition. 

Germany received assurances tonight 
she can sit at the council table with 
full equality. But a second condition 
Adolf Hitler raised as a price of his 


acceptance of an invitation to be rep- 
resented at the council sessions was 
rejected. 

The council firmly refused Hitler’s 
demand it take up his peace proposals! 
along with the question of his guilt 
in the violation of Locarno. 

Under British influence, the council 
washed its linen in secret today and 
avoided any public display of the con- 
troversy and bitterness over Germany's 
action. 

A day-long meeting wag held behind 
locked doors and at a 20-minute pub- 


Pierre-Etienne. Flandin, of France, 
presented the council without comment 


a resolution branding Germany a rio- 
lator of the treaties.

The public session was delayed for 
hours while lawyers quibbled over the 
wording of a telegram sent to Hitler 
advising him of the council’s ruling 
on his conditions.

Text of Resolution 
To Condemn Nazis 


LONDON, March 16.—(4)—The 
text of the Franco-Belgian resolu- 
tion condemning Germany for vio- 
lating the Locarno treaty, placed 
before the council of the League 
of Nations tonight, follows: 

“The League council, upon the 
request of Belgium and France, 
who brought the question to its at- 
tention March 8, declares the Ger- 
man government has committed an 
infringement of Article 43 of the 
treaty of Versailles by causing mili- 
tary forces to penetrate and estab- 
lish themselves March 7 in the 
demilitarized zone referred to in 
Articles 42 and following in said 
treaty of Locarno. 

“It invites the secretary-general, 
in application of Article 4, Para- 
graph 2, to inform at once the sig- 
natory powers of the said treaty 
of the declaration which has just 
been made.” 


HITLER 10 ACCEPI 
LEAGUE'S TERMS 


PressClears Way for Ger- 
man Participation in 
London Conference. 


BERLIN, March 16.—(#)—Adolf 
Hitler's acceptance of the League of 
Nations council’s decision in the Lo- 
carno treaty dispute was foreshadow- 
ed here tonight by a government of- 
ficial who said “we probably will go” 
to London. 
Simultaneously it wae disclosed that 
Friedrich Gaus, one of the chief Ger-, 
man delegates at the Locarno confer- 
ence 11 years ago, has been in London 
since last Friday. 
Should the chancellor accept the 
council’s decision, he is expected to 
send Joachim von Ribbentrop to rep- 
resent the nazi nation around the 
council table. 

Press Prepares Way. 
The press appeared to be preparing 
the way for the acceptance by calling 
the council’s reply to the reichsfuehrer 
“a new invitation on the basie of full 
equality.” 
The German press uniformly says 
that Hitler did not ask the council 
to consider his proposal but “address- 
ed this part of his Saturday’s reply 
to the Locarno powers as distinguish- 
ed from the council.” 
Some sections expressed surprise 
that the council “should have gotten 
so mixed up.’ 
The press further says it is now 
possible at the end of the present 
council sitting that a large conferense 
will be called to et up Hitler’s of- 
fer to negotiate a new peace treaty 
in Europe. 
“The last paragraph of the coun- 
cil’s reply to the German government 
which can be regarded as a result 
of the complicated situation says ‘re- 
garding the second question it iinet 
be pointed out that it is not the task 
of the ecouncil to give the German 
government the assurance which it 
wants’,” the Berlin Tageblatt reported. 
“This ‘ia right.” 

Second Condition. 

“The second condition of the Ger- 
man reply,” the paper continued, “was 
the reich’s addition to its complete 
equality demand the assurance ‘that 
the foreign powers in question are 
ready in due course to begin negotia- 
tions over the German proposals.’ 
“But Germany never requested this 
assurance from the council. To the 
contrary, the last paragraph of the 
German reply said ‘the German gov- 
ernment for this purpose (to obtain 
this assurance) would contact’ the

WASHINGTON, March 16.—()— 
After accepting without question in- 
creased funds to boost the army’s en- 
listed strength from 147,000 to 165,- 
000 men, the senate today deadlocked 
itself in a battle over a $20,000,000 
amendment to the War Department 
bill to permit continued work on the 
Florida ship canal and three other 
WP<A-initiated projects. 

The $603,000,000 army measure— 
the largest in peace-time history—was 
given tentative approval as it came 
from the appropriations committee, 
prolonged wrangling over the Florida 
canal deferred a final vote until to- 
morrow. 

Canal proponents, led by Senator 
Fletcher, democrat, Florida, won an 
initial victory when a int of order 
against the $20,000, amendment, 
raited by Senator Clark, democrat, 
Missouri, was rejected, 42 to 32. 

“Pretty Fair Test.” 

While this did not go into the mer- 
its of the 200-mile waterway across 
nor.aern Florida, some senators as- 
serted they regarded it as a “pretty 
fair” test of strength on the issue. 

Contending it was economically un- 
sound, Senator Vandenberg, republi- 
can, Michigan, led criticism of the 
canal, for which budget estimates have 
allowed $12,000,000. Other projects 
covered in the Fletcher amendment are 
the Conchas dam, New Mexico, $3,- 
500,000; Sardis reservoir, Mississippi, 
$2,500,000 ; and Bluestone reservoir, 
West Virginia, $2,000,000.

WASHINGTON, March 16. 
Presidents of Fedéral Reserve banks 
were unanimous today in predicting 
a large increase in deposits would 
be reflected in commercial bank con- 
dition statements as of March 4, 

A call for reports from national 
banks and members of the Federal 
Reserve system was issued today by 
J. F. T. O’Connor, comptroller of the 
currency, and the reserve board. It 
was the first for 1936. 

Eleven of the regional reserve bank 
presidents were in the capital to meet 
with governors of the reserve board 
for the first time since the 1935 bank- 
ing act became effective. 

The San Franciseo bank was re 
resented by its vice president, W. 
Day. A successor to J. U. Calkins 
as president has not yet been named. 
Calkins was rejected for a new term 


because of his /age. 
Committeemen Named.

committee, which charts the extent 
of the banks’ rticipation in the 
government bond market. 

The four are George L. Harrison, 
of New York; M. Fleming, of 
Cleveland; G. H. Hamilton, of Kan- 
sas City, and B. A. McKinney, of 
Dallas. The fifth member, still to be 
chosen, will represent the area com- 
prising the Chicago and St. Louis 
districts. The seven governors of the 
reserve board will also serve on the 
committee.

Thus the reserve 
board henceforth will have a domi- 
nant voice in questions of policy which 
it lacked in the past.

Three Fascists Lynched, 
Republican Slain in 
Bloody Political Battles 


MADRID, March 16-—(UP)— 
Three fascists were lynched, a re- 
publican was shot and killed and 
three others were gravely wounded 
at Jumilla, Murcia province, tonight 
in bloody political riots. 

Two others- were killed and three 
wounded earlier today in Valencia 
province, bringing total casualties to- 
day to six killed and at least six 
wounded. 

Rioting broke out at Jumilla when 
five fascists, just released from jail, 


killed one republican and wounded | 


another. 
_ Fascists Arrested. 

Police rearrested the fascists, but 
angry mobs overwhelmed them and 
took two. of the prisoners, Antonio 
Martinez and Pedro Cucliell, dragged 
them to the center of the city and 
lynched them. 

Martinez’s head was cut off, im- 
paled on a stick and carried trium- 
phantly through the streets while 
demonstrators threw rocks at it. 


The mob then marched to the home 
of a prominent right wing adherent, 
who seriously wounded one of the 
demonstrators before they lynched 
him in his own front yard and set 
fire to his house.

| Fund Snag Threatens

WASHINGTON, March 16.—(4) 
Delay in starting the new soil con- 
servation-subsidy program was 
threatened tonight. because of a 
senate-house conference tie-up over 
a supply bill carrying the $440,000,- 
000 appropriation for farm relief. 

AAA officials, who had hoped to 
begin field operations Thursday, 
called legal advisors into hurried 
conferences to seek a legal way to 
start the program before the money 
is actually made available by con- 
gress. 

They said tonight, however, that 
so far no way had been found.

Daniel Must Answer Suit 
of Labor Leaders To- 
morrow; Hearing Set in 
Troup Court Saturday. 


Governor Talmadge was reported 
last night to be ready to launch a new 
effort in the superior courts to test 
his dictatorship of state finances at 
the same time taking the litigation 
he already has lost in the lower 
courts to the supreme court for adju- 
dication. 

Although no announcement as to 
the nature of the proceedings was 
made it was understood that the 
Governor and his de facto regime in 
the state treasury would first appeal 
the case they lost in the Fulton su- 
perior court Saturday and then file 
a new proceedings, probably a man- 
damus against George B. Hamilton, 
the ousted treasurer, hoping for an 
immediate and favorable verdict on 
the second case which might obviate 
the necessity for an ultimate decision 
in the first casea,. 

The Governor said that whatever 
action is taken would be filed by the 


legal department but Attorney-Gen-~- 
eral Yeomans, who thus far has not 
recognized the de facto setup, said 
that the proceedings would not bear 
his name. It is presumed that the 
matter will be handled by the assist- 
ants in Judge Yeomans’ office and 
Samuel D. Hewlett and W. 8. Mann, 
who have been named special assist- 
ant attorneys-general. 

What the strategy.of the new move 
will be cannot be determined until 
the proceedings are filed. It is gen- 
erally understood that the Governor 
believes that the lower courts can be 
convinced of the legality of the pres- 
ent setup in the treasury department 
and the office of comptroller gen- 
eral, and that he’ believes a new ac- 
tion in the courts, g favorably 
to his cause, will release the $2,500,-

98 “Uncle George” evidently 
thought it a matter of no moment, for 
esterday, when he was taken fishing 
y Mrs. Mary Goudelock, superintend- 
ent of the Confederate home, he did 
not mention it. His thoughts were ab- 
solutely devoted to his fishing. 

Home’s Isaac Walton. 
A veteran of the War Between the 
States and the possessor of a distin- 
guished record a the four years 
of conflict, “‘Uncle George” took up 
residence at the’soldiers’ home in 1932 
and since his first year there was 
the home’s Isaac Walton. 
He and Mrs. Goudelock went fish- 
ing on an average of once a week for

Goudelock and perhaps of “telling tall 
tales” to the other “boys” at the vet- 
erans’ sanctuary. 

His first words after arrival were 
directed to Mrs. Goudelock. 


“I’ve come back to go fishing with 
you,” he said. Together they ar- 
ranged ‘a trip yesterday. “Uncle 
George” was not optimistic about the 
luck they would have though. “We 
won’t catch anything,” he explained, 
but he wanted to go fishing, never- 
theless. His prophecy was true. He 
did not “snag” a single one and it 
did not bother him. He was happy 
just ‘fishing. 

Mrs. Goudelock said “Uncle George” 
had spent the winter at Tennille, 
where he lived as a boy. It was the 
first time he had been back to his 
old “stamping ground” in more than 
half a century. 

Much Photographed. 

“Unecte George” is one of the most 
noted of the veterans of the Gray. 
His flowing white locks have been 
photographed for newspapers and 
magazines in every section of the 
United States and for many years he 
“made the front page” as the vet- 
eran who walked to every convention. 

He walked twice to Texas, once to 
California and once to Richmond, the 
latte® a mere stroll for him, when at 


83, he heeled and toed his way 614 
miles in 22 days. “Uncle George” 
never thought anything of walking 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga or Sa- 
vannah or Albany or wherever he 
wanted to go. 

His proud boast until he was near- 
ly 90 was that he never accepted a 
ride from a passing motorist on the 
highways. No. ‘He walked every 
step of the way. What was a little 
jaunt of a few hundred miles to one 
who had marched thousands in the 
war? 

Ninety-eight, “Uncle George” Sher- 
ram is no softie, even if he isn’t as 
spry as he used to be. He is still a 
good fisherman, anyway. Last sum- 
mer he caught the same fish five 
times. 

Back home again, after a winter 
of travel, “Uncle George” says he 
has his mind set on fishing now, 
nothing else. He'll stay put just as 
long as his one great passion, angling 
for the elusive fish, is satisfied. Mrs. 
Goudelock has promised to take him 
to a pond at least once a week for 
the rest of his life.

ON LIQUOR PAID STATES 


Survey Discloses New York’s 
$35,566,661 Is Highest, 
Delaware Lowest. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(?)— 
The Distilled Spirits Institute said 
today that a survey of the liquor 
business in 40 states disclosed they 
netted $161,445,808 from liquor li- 
censes and taxes during the past 


year. 

“These figures from state liquor 
control commissions or state tax de- 
partments,” Dr. J. M. Doran, ex- 
ecutive director of the institute, said, 
“show that repeal has brought about 
a contribution toward recovery that 
places the alcoholic beverage industry 
in the front rank of business bearing 
a substantial portion of the state and 
federal tax burden.” 

Gross receipts from liquor sales in 
the 40 states, Doran said, “indicate 
a‘steady gain in consumption of tax- 
paid aleoholic beverages, and a cor- 
responding reduction in sale of liquor 
through illegal channels.” 

New York led with total receipts 
of $35,566,661 and a profit of $34,- 
971,731 from licenses and taxes after 
deducting administrative expenses. 

Net profit made by other license 
states included California, $10,780,- 
046; Illinois, $8,089,049; Massachu- 
‘setts, $6,830,396, and New Jersey, 


$6,457,801. 

Profits of more than $3,000,000 
were made by Indiana, Minnesota, 
Missouri and Wisconsin, and profits 
of more than $1,000,000 by Colorado, 
the District of Columbia, Florida, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Rhode Island and South Carolina. 

Pennsylvania, with sales receipts 
of $55,909,591 and net profits of $21,- 
665,556, made the best record among 
states with state monopoly liquor 
stores, Doran said. 

The smallest profits, among license 
states, were $352,370 in Delaware. 
Among states with monopolies, North 
Carolina, reporting on 11 out of 17 
counties operating county monopolies, 
made a profit of only $273,682.

“BETTER LATE THAN NEVER” 

It took the chairman of the state 
committee a long time to issue a 
call for the committee to meet for 
the purpose of making arrange- 
ments for the selection of the Geor- 
gia delegation to the national demo- 
cratic convention in Philadelphia in 
June. 

Evidently he was finally induced 
to do so by the certainty that if he 
delayed longer the committee would 
call itself together, as it is author- 
ized to do upon the petition of 25 
members. | 

The call for the meeting of this 
committee in pr¢sidential years has 
generally been issued in January. 
Once the call was made in Febru- 
ary—but never before as late as 
March. 

And this two-month-late call is 
issued only after members of the 
committee had taken matters in 
their own hands and issued a call 
for a meeting on Thursday of this 
week. : 
Judge Morris, &4«member of the 
subcommittee of the national com- 
mittee, is perhaps correct in his 


statement that the chairman has 
“finally been smoked out.” 

But that is, now, neither here nor 
there. The committee is to meet 
on April 15, at which time it will 
either order a presidential prefer- 
ence primary or attempt to name 
delegates to the national convention 
without giving the people the right 
to vote. 

If an open and above board and 
fairly conducted primary is ordered 
following the unbroken precedent 
when there have been two or more 
candidates for the state’s delegation, 
the public will approve, 

If, on the other hand, any shenan- 
igan is resorted to in the effort to 
deprive the people of the right to 
express themselves—if the state 
committee attempts an assumption 
of power at the expense of a free 
ballot—it may be assured in ad- 


vance that any delegation selected 
by the committee will get no far- 


ther than the back door of the na- 
tional convention. 

Georgia is overwhelmingly 
favor of the renomination of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and he has the right 
to name those who will represent 
him at the convention. 

If ever anything was certain it 
is that the people of Georgia are 
going to see to it that they are rep- 
resented at Philadelphia by a dele- 
gation pledged to the renomination 
of Roosevelt.

FILIPINO ARMY 

It is anyone’s guess what may 
happen when the last American 
leaves the Philippines to their in- 
Cependence ten years hence, but 
the islanders are taking steps to 
enable them to put up formidable 
opposition should trouble arise. 


The national defense act, ap- 
proved in December, 1935, was the 
first piece of major legislation en- 
acted by the new one-chamber leg- 
islature of the Philippine common- 
wealth. Its principal features are: 
Compulsory military training of all 
youths between the ages of 10 and 
20, chosen by Selective draft, with 
all able-bodied males, except certain 
classes, subject to active service 
with the colors upon attaining the 
age of 21; compulsory military 
service for all able-bodied males, 
with certain exceptions, between 
the ages of 21 and 50; provisions 
for training girls and women for 
nursing, also for mobilization of 
forces, and eStablishment of a 
trained regular army and reserve 
force, to be organized on the pat- 
tern of the United States army. 


The building of an adequate sys- 
tem of defense was regarded by 
President Quezon and other respon- 
sible Filipinos as the initial step of 
the newly inaugurated common- 
wealth, and Quezon’s first move 
was to obtain from President Roose- 
velt the assignment of General 
Douglas MacArthur as military ad- 
viser to the commonwealth, with 
the task of organizing the new Fili- 
pino army and establishing the 
foundations of the defense system. 


Despite the fact that Japanese 
fishermen are a constant trouble to 
Filipino officials, and there have 
been clashes between the constab- 
ulary and unlicensed Japanese fish- 
ermen, the national defense act 
makes no provision for a _ naval 
force of any kind. With a coast- 
line of over 11,000 miles to de- 
fend, if that becomes necessary, it 
was decided the cost of providing 
an adequate navy would be too 
large, as the annual income of the 
commonwealth is at present esti- 
mated at only $25,000,000. By 
abandoning the idea of a naval 
force the Filipinos assert that it 
Shows the world they are arming 
fcr defense only, and with a well- 
disciplined force of more than a half 
million, they would be prepared to 
resist an invading army or effectu- 
ally discipline insurectionary move- 
ments. 


The nucleus of the defense sys- 
tem will be the regular army of 
some 1,500 officers and 19,000 
men, to be raised by voluntary en- 
listment, the officers to be drawn 
from the present constabulary, the 
new Philippine Military Academy, 
patterned on America’s West Point, 
and from R. O. T. C. graduates of 
the Manila universities. An out- 
standing feature of the defense act 
Is a provision that not only is the 
man power of the country made 
available for service in an emer- 
gency, but the wealth- of the na- 
tion, whatever industries may have 
reached an adequate stage of de- 
velopment, is subject to operation 
by the state in the face of a threat 
from abroad. 


Regarding the ability of the Fili- 
pinos to @mrotect themselves when 
the provisions of the defense act 
have been carried out during the 
ten-year period before they are en- 
tirely cut loose from American pro- 
tection, General MacArthur was 
quoted by Assemblyman Kalaw as 
saying that the Philippines would 
be in a formidable defensive posi- 
tion against even a first-class power, 
and that it would cost around 
$5,000,000,000, at least half a mil- 
lion casualties, and between two 
and three years to conquer the 
Philippines.

Kassa and Seyum

Their only hope of survival is sur- 
render, as I wrote two weeks ago. The 
reinforcements which the Negus 1s 
sending up are stuck south of Mag- 
dala. Even if they raced to the front 
on the trot they will come too late 
to save Kassa. 


Wounded Crawling Back. 


The wounded of the Tembien fight- 
ing are crawling, literally crawling 
back into Magdala. There are two 
doctors here. There must be 10,000 
men in immediate need of medical at- 
tention. Perhaps another 10,000 along 
the road to the front. Everybody is 
ravenously hungry. I have never seen 
a fat Abyssinian yet, but the men 
returning from the fighting are emaci- 
ated skeletons. They are silently 
starving to death. 

When this war is over, when this 
carnage finally stops, when this gory, 
bloody barbarian business is finally 
brought to an end, let us not say 
that it was an advance of civiliza- 
tion. We can say: Italy has won. 
But let us not say: civilization has 
won. This war is a gruesome blotch 
upon civilization and upon Christian- 
ity. To murder and massacre a child- 
like people in order to grab their land 
is the most despicable thing imagin- 
able. While this is going on, while 
thousands are dying and weltering in 
their blood, what do we hear from 
over there across the Tiber, from the 
man who is said to be the vicar of 
Jesus Christ on earth? Nothing! He 
is silent. But that silence is heard 


by many.

HEALTH TALKS

however, does not clear up such cata- 
ract in the animal.

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Mt. Everest Expedition Leaders Say 


Party Hopes To Beat Monsoons, Start Planned About Mid- 
May; Knowledge of Previous Treks 
To Aid Explorers. 


The leader of the 1936 British 
Mount Everést expedition tells 
here of his plans to conquer the 
world’s highest mountain. An ad- 
vance party of three members of 
his 12-man expedition has just left 
Kalimpong, China, to begin the 
ascent of the 29,141-foot peak, 
whose summit has never been 
reached by man. Mr. Ruttledge 
led the 1933 Mount Everest expedi- 
tion, which was frustrated by the 
unusually early breaking of the 
monsoon that year.

DARJEELING, India—With ordi- 
nary luck, the 1936 Mount Everest ex- 
pedition’s chances of reaching the top 
of the 29,141-foot mountain are ex- 
cellent. 
In our party are 10 then with 
climbing experience in the Himalayas, 


and nine who have been up Everest. 
The knowledge we have all gained by 
these previous encounters with the 
very trying conditions that prevail on 
those blizzard-swept, ice-bound heights 
will be extremely helpful. 

We shall begin to ascend Everest 
about the middle of May, perhaps a 
little later, and, if all goes well, we 
shall have reached the top before the 
middle of June. Almost everything 
depends on the time the monsoon 
breaks. *In 1933 it broke early and 
we had to abandon our efforts. This 
time _we hope to beat the monsoon. 

: Additional Camp. 

One of oitr~great objects this time 
will be to place an—additional camp 
somewhat higher than the highest 
camp of 1933, and a good deal nearer 
the summit. This will be Camp 7. 
Climbing difficulties are considerable 
on the last stretch of the mountain, 
and the climbers must have as sbort 
a distance to go as possible, | 

Camp 6, the highest camp in 1933, 
at 27,400 feet, probably will be set a 
little lower than before. Camp 7 then 
will be established at a point some- 
where near, perhaps just below, the 
first step. 

This will be about 400 feet higher— 


mile nearer to the summit than Camp 
6 was in 1933. It will be about 1,200 
feet from the summit. 

Even from a camp just below the 
first step, some of my party think it 
may take 15 hours to climb to the 
summit and back. 


At the most, the climbers will have 
half an hour at the top. If they have 


the energy they probably will try to 
build -there a small cairn of loose 


stones. , 
Wireless Set. 

Our equipment will include light 
wireless receiving and transmitting 
sets capable of sending short-wave 
messages 10 miles. We hope to be able 
to use them at least as high as Camp 
5, at 25,700 feet, which is higher than 
a wireless station has ever been set 
up before. Our main transmitting sta- 
tion, at the base camp, will communi- 
cate direct with Darjeeling. 

All our food supplies, 25 tons, were 
shipped to India from England. Some 
improvements have been made in the 


equipment since 1933. The tents will} 


be stronger, with greater wind resist- 
ance, and the sleeping bags, filled 
with eiderdown evenly distributed 
throughout and not quilted, will be 
warmer. New and extremely efficient 
and economical pressure cookers also 
will be taken. 

Food for the members of the ex- 
pediiton includes 3,400 eggs, three- 
quarters of a ton of sugar, boiled 
sweets, chocolate, pemmican, tinned 
meats and vegetables. Vitamins will 
be provided in concentrdtes of lemon 
juice, halibut liver oil, ascorbic acid 
and yeast. 

Of all the difficulties which have 
hitherto proved an impassable bar- 
rier to the summit, I think altitude 
may be described as our greatest ene- 
my, for there are not many moun- 
tains which cannot be climbed on at 
least one of their faces or angles by 
a competent and resolute party whose 
strength has not been impaired by 
prolonged work in a rarified atmos- 
phere. 

Supply of Oxygen. 

Not a ago it was thought 
that a man without an artificial sup- 
ply of dxygen could not live at all at 
above 25,000 feet; at that height the 
supply of oxygen in the air is only 
about one-third of that available at 
sea level. We now know that men can 
climb unaided to over 28,000 feet and 
return in safety, but we do not know 
whether they can reach 29,000 feet 
and survive. . 

Unfortunately, experiments made in 
decompression chambers cannot repro- 
duce all the data required. In order 
that the assault parties may have 
every possible help, a great attempt 
is being made this year to ‘carry oxy- 
gen apparatus to the highest camps 
on the mountain. - 

It is extremely difficult to devise 
an apparatus which will supply oxy- 
gen for the period required for the 
final climb and which will, at the 
game time, be light enough to be car- 
ried by the climbers.

NEW HOUSING PROGRAM 
IS SOUGHT BY OFFICIALS 


New Deal Leaders Hold 
Three-Hour Conference 
With President. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(>)— 
Administration housing experts re- 
ported tonight that after receiving 
President Roosevelt's views at an- 
other White House conference they 
would try to work out details of a 
plan “agreed upon in principle” dur- 
ing the executive’s Florida vacation. 

In three hours of discussion, the of- 
ficials reported:some thought had been 
given to financing a new housing pro- 
gram with relief funds. 

Stewart McDonald, housing admin- 
istrator, said no new agencies would 
be created to administer the program 
and thet “no large new appropria- 
tion” would be needed. 

The program, McDonald added, 
call for: 

1. Federal aid for low-cost hous- 
ing and slum clearance. 

2, Encouragement to private capital 
to provide homes for middle and low- 
income groups. 

McDonald said no legislation would 
be introduced before the President re- 
turns from his anticipated three 
weeks’ stay in the south. 

“We now ‘have the President’s idea 
on the subject,” he explained, “so we 
will be able to work on the bill while 
he is away.” 

Earlier, McDonald revealed plans to 
a senate banking committee for cut- 
ting the FHA pay roll 30 per cent and 
for slashing by 50 per cent the agen- 
ey’s liability for insurance.

“So, should the Governor call the 
session, what assurance would we 
have that the general assembly would 
pass the bill after having 70 days to 
do so and failing?”

De la Roque promised his organi- 
zation would “watch them closely” 
lest those Jews who are “ardent pa- 
triots and magnificent soldiers” 
should suffer. 

The colonel, who has been accused 
by the left of planning to seize pewer 
for a fascist state, said he operated a 
test mobilization Sunday of hundreds 
of thousands of men in 3,000 sections 
throughout France.

We are unable to say 
yet how much land will be required 
for our purposes, but the project when 
finally established will be one of the 
most important in the country. 

“Studies already made of the area 
have convinced us that the Okefenokee 
swamp offers one of the most ideal 
places in the country for a great game 
refuge.” 

The bureau official said examina- 
tions were now being made to titles 
of the lands on which options have 
been obtained and as soon as these are 
completed some announcement will be 
forthcoming as to the acreage the 
government will acquire. 

He added that funds are already 
available for purchase of the neces- 
sary land, with no further appropria- 
tions required of congress. 


“It is all a part of the bureau’s 
program for establishing game refuges 
throughout the country,” he explained. 

Senator Walter F. George, who 
with other members of the Georgia 
delegation, have urged that the Oke- 
fenokee region be preserved by some 
state or government agency for .its 
natural scenic beauty, said a conflict 
had developed among residents for the 
region regarding the building of a pub- 
lic highway through the reservation if 
it is taken over by the biological sur- 
vey. Officials of the latter agency 
have indicated a disposition to oppose 
construction of a national highway, 
feeling only minor roads and trails 
should be permitted for the accom- 
modation of the public, whereas pub- 
lic roads bureau officials have signi- 
fied their willingness to co-operate in 
the building of a through highway to 
Florida. 

This is one of the controverted 
points to be adjusted before final pur- 
chase is approved. 

Associate Chief Henderson said no 
announcement might be expected im- 
mediately on the decision of the sur- 
vey to purchaee. 

“We hope to have our present 
studies complete in a month or two, 
opening the way for acquisition of a 
substantial portion of the tract. Nat- 
urally we are anxious to see the proj- 
ect developed. It offers splendid pros- 
pects for a refuge that will insure the 
region remaining as it is.”

Judge Hutcheson explained that a 
reduction in tax rates would go far 
toward making possible the develop- 
ment of a better home life. ; 

“I believe and feel that every citi- 
zen's home should be exempt from 
taxation,” be said. “A country. with 
but a few homes is a land of peas- 
SRM «26 
“If our people could call the lands 
they till theirs, courts would have 
less business. Divorces would be 
fewer, a greater respect by youth for 
their parents would prevail, and ev- 
ery member of the family would take 
delight in beautifying the home. I 
believe we wohld have a more hardy 
people and less sickness.” — 

Referring to the “alarming crime 
wave among youth,” Judge Hutche- 
son said: 

“Sometimes I have thought that 
the want of education has a _ tend- 
ency to create criminals, but I am 
almost persuaded that this is not true. 
‘ The educated youth criminally 
inclined is a greater menace than the 
uneducated youth. So, it appears 
to me that the home is really the 
place to guard against crime. ... 

“We owe every child a good, whole- 
some, satisfying, well-disciplined 
home. If fortune and circumstance 
break it up, or so weaken it as to 
render it utterly ineffective, the 
state should step in and make re- 
pairs. No child should be deprived 
of home influence. ... Those parents 
who expect the courts to take the 
place of the home will be sadly dis- 
appointed.” 

Tad e Hutcheson said he did “not 
see why the prohibition law cannot 
be enforced without corrupting the 
public officers.” 

“T do believe, however,” he con- 
tinued, “that the prohibition law will 
never be enforced by the use of offi- 
cials who violate the law themselves. 
An official who patronizés bootleg 
joints encouraging the sale of intox- 
icating liquors is a poor enforcement 
officer. . fhe 

The judge advised citizens to call 
on federal authorities to enforce the 
law whenever it appeared that local 
officers were not functioning effec- 
tively.

In the last 12 open British and American champion- 
ships, ending with his victory in 1930, he was either 
first or second in at least one of them exactly 11 times;

OHIOAGO, March 16.—(?)—The 
winter of 1086 was adjudged the 
greatest of all nimrods today. 

Wild life stocks were reduced sharp- 
ly in northern states from South Da- 
kota to New York, a survey show- 
ed, by the ice, snow and low tem- 
peratures of the coldest weather in 
years. 

So severe was the winter ‘that four 
stat uth Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and South Carolina—have or- 
dered or are considering closed sea- 
sons this year to replenish depleted 
stocks. 

Reports from 27 state conservation 
commissions also revealed that Mich- 
igan and Arkansas have ordered state- 
wide surveys to determine the extent 
of the losses—greater than in the 
previous years despite increased ap- 
propriations by sportsmen for grain 
and hay when natural food supplies 
were shut off. : 

State conservation commission re- 
ports included: 

-Minnesota—Bird mortality is high- 
er than in other years, but an ample 
brood stock of pheasants is available. 

Maryland—Heavy rains drowned 
many young animals, with 50 per cent 
of the state’s quail believed to have 
perished. Five per cent of rabbits 
and 15 per cent of deer also were dead 
of cold or starvation. Game stocks 
were said to be the lowest in years. 

Pennsylvania game 
heavier than in previous years. Dozens 
of deer, as many as 180 in Blair 
county, were found dead in the Alle- 
gheny mountains. 

Tennessee—Quail and duck loss es- 
timated at $50,000. About 5,000 dead 
ducks were found on Reelfoot lake. 

Georgia—The winter was the most 
severe on game ever recorded. Ten 
per cent of the doves in north Geor- 
gia froze or starved to death and 2 
per cent of the quail died. How- 
ever, the state is carrying 50 per cent 
more game into 1936 than in any year 
since 1925. -

The march, he said, was planned for 
April 11 and would be led by offi- 
cers elected at a convention of the 
Workers’ Alliance and the Unemploy- 
ment Council to be held in Washing- 
ton on April 9 and 10 to protest cuts 
in federal relief and in WPA funds. 

Herbert Benjamin, who has been 
active in communist demonstrations in 
the past, and headed the long files 
of “hunger marchers” that traodged 
past the White House during the last 
days of the Hoover administration, is 
helping plan the new march. 

Marcantonio said he had. been in- 
formed the purpose of the proposed 
demonstration was to “peacefully peti- 
tion congress” for higher relief and 
WPA standards. 

Organizers claimed delegates to the 
convention would be .augmented by 
3,000 demonstrators from New York 
and by smaller bands which planned 
to travel from various sections by bus 
and truck.

Eight Are Arrested on Zone 
Charge, But Continue To 


Drill Near Capitol. 


OKLAHOMA €ITY, March 16.— 
(P)—Undaunted by police court 
charges against them, old field work- 
ers cleared a foundation tonight for 
an oil derrick that will cast its long 
shadow within three city blocks of 
Oklahoma’s state capitol building. 

The well site—far inside the city’s 
restricted zone—is staked on private 
property.
